Sir, — 1  have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  of  The  De¬ 
partment  of  Railways  and  Telephones  for  the  year  ending  December 
31st,  1913. 

The  Government  now  owns  and  operates  154  Telephone  Exchanges 
through  which  service  is  given  to  26,811  Subscribers,  there  being  19,054 
Exchange  and  7,757  Rural  Line  Subscribers’  stations.  During  the  year 
there  were  9,257  Exchange  and  1,391  Rural  installations;  4,895  Ex¬ 
change  and  754  Rural  removals,  making  a  net  gain  of  4,999  Subscribers’ 
stations. 

Our  Long  Distance  Lines  now  consist  of  14,153  miles  of  wire,  there 
having  been  added  during  the  year  2,327  miles  of  wire,  and  289.75  miles 
of  poles.  In  addition  to  the  physical  lines  we  have  1,025  miles  of  phan¬ 
tom  and  435  miles  of  simplex  telegraph  circuits. 

Long  Distance  service  is  now  being  given  at  261  offices  in  the  Pro¬ 
vince  making  an  increase  of  27  offices. 

The  Rural  Line  system  was  increased  by  1,020  miles  of  pole  line 
and  3,604  miles  of  wire,  making  a  total  of  22,946  miles  of  wire  on  7,003 
miles  of  poles. 

Our  permanent  salaried  staff,  as  at  December  31st,  consisted  of  600 
employees,  there  being  294  males  and  306  females,  including  256  operat¬ 
ors. 

The  Operators’  wage  schedule  effective  January  1913  granted  an 
average  increase  of  about  20%  with  the  result  that  the  salary  of  operat¬ 
ors  throughout  the  Province  averaged  $51.80  with  over-time,  and  $45.25 
without  over-time,  for  the  month  of  December.  The  average  monthly 
salary  of  other  employees  not  including  heads  of  Departments  was  $85.35. 

From  1909  to  1913  the  cost  of  wire  and  poles  increased  approxi¬ 
mately  35%  and  labor  40%.

Our  Exchange  Unit  cost  is  $159.00  and  Rural  Unit  cost  $229.50. 
Rural  pole  line  mileage  averages  $254.23  and  wire  mileage  (metallic) 
$155.18. 

The  average  annual  revenue  per  Exchange  Station  was  $23.4?  and 
per  Rural  Line  Station  $14.18,  making  a  general  average  of  $20.63  per 
station  per  annum. 

The  Long  Distance  business  transacted  through  our  first  class  offices 
shows  an  average  increase  of  25%,  Medicine  Hat  being  the  highest  with 
90%,  Edmonton  second  with  40%  and  Calgary  next  with  20%  increase. 
There  were  three  points  with  decreases;  Wainwright,  Claresholm  and 
Macleod. 

On  December  31st  there  was  $72,562.06  outstanding  account  Unpaid 
Rentals,  $47,191.38  being  Exchange,  and  $25,370.68  Rural  Line  Rentals. 

Financial  and  statistical  statements  next  submitted  are  followed  by 
Departmental  Officers'  Reports.

Sir : — 1  have  the  honour  to  submit  herewith,  the  Second  Annual  Re¬ 
port  of  the  Railways  Branch  of  the  Department  of  Railways  and  Tele¬ 
phones  : — 


GENERAL  RAILWAY  DEVELOPMENT 

Notwithstanding  the  decided  retrenchment  which  took  place  in  prac¬ 
tically  every  branch  of  industry  in  Canada  during  the  year  1913,  it  is  very 
gratifying  to  be  able  to  report  that  a  substantial  increase  was  made  dur¬ 
ing  the  last  year  to  the  railway  mileage  of  the  Province. 

There  were  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  3055  miles  of  completed  rail¬ 
way  in  existence  in  the  Province.  To  this  mileage  the  Canadian  Pacific 
Railway  added  158  miles,  the  Canadian  Northern  Railway  added  259 
miles,  the  Grand  Trunk  Pacific  Railway  added  69  miles,  and  the  Edmon¬ 
ton,  Dunvegan  &  British  Columbia  Railway  added  106  miles,  making  a 
total  at  December  31st.  1913  of  3647  miles. 

In  addition  to  this  there  has  been  a  certain  amount  of  interurban 
light  railway  construction.  During  the  past  year,  the  Edmonton,  Inter¬ 
urban  Railway  commenced  to  operate  its  line,  a  distance  of  7  miles,  be¬ 
tween  Edmonton  and  St.  Albert.  This  is  the  first  distinctly  interurban 
line  to  be  operated  in  the  Province.  Light  railways  of  this  nature  in  dis¬ 
tricts  not  served  with  steam  railways  will  be  of  great  benefit  to  farmers  in 
the  cheap  and  rapid  marketing  of  their  produce,  and  there  is  no  doubt  that 
considerable  impetus  will  be  given  to  the  construction  of  these  lines  by  the 
assistance  to  Light  Railways  Legislation  passed  by  the  Legislature  in  the 
Second  Session  of  1913. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  in  connection  with  the  general  construction 
of  railways  throughout  Western  Canada  in  the  past  year,  see  Statement 
of  Railway  Mileage  of  the  Western  Provinces  attached,  Schedule  B,  that 
Alberta  secured  about  40%  of  the  total  railway  construction  in  1913. 
This  is  an  exceptionally  good  showing  and  it  is  generally  recognized  that 
without  the  guarantee  of  the  Province  having  been  granted  in  some  cases, 
this  good  result  would  not  have  been  obtained. 

GUARANTEED  RAILWAY  DEVELOPMENT 

At  December  31st.  1913,  the  Legislature  had  given  the  Government 
authority  to  guarantee  3,336.87  miles  of  railway;  see  Schedule  “C”  at¬ 
tached.  Of  this  mileage,  however,  the  Government  have  executed  guar¬ 
antees  on  only  2,  282.8  miles;  see  Schedule  “D”  attached.  Asthere  is  ab- 
solutelv  no  liability  on  the  part  of  the  Province  until  the  Government  exe¬ 
cute  the  guarantees,  I  have  thought  it  advisable  to  base  the  percentage  of 
work  completed  as  to  mileage  guaranteed,  on  the  2,282.8  miles  as  above. 

Of  these  2,  282.8  miles  of  guaranteed  lines,  there  were  988  miles  of 
completed  railway  and  280  miles  of  grade  ready  for  steel  in  existence  on 
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December  31st.  1913,  or  construction  totalling  49%  of  the  whole  work  in 
connection  with  Provincial  guaranteed  lines  has  been  completed. 

In  the  last  three  years  there  have  been  1865  miles  of  railway  con¬ 
structed  in  the  Province.  As  a  mile  of  new  railway  opens  up  20  square 
miles  of  territory,  ten  miles  on  either  side  of  the  railway,  there  has  been 
roughly  speaking  37,300  square  miles  or  23,872,000  acres  brought  into 
direct  touch  with  railways.  Taking  the  added  value  of  this  land  at  even 
$2.00  per  acre,  over  $45,000,000.00  has  been  added  to  the  wealth  of  the 
people  of  the  Province,  more  than  half  of  this  development  being  directly 
attributable  to  the  guaranteed  lines.
